Latest from EKurope. 

By the arrival at New York of the ships Cortes: 
and Nestor from Liverpool, and the ship Cincin- 
natus from London, English dates to the 9th of 
October have been received—they all concur in| 
the certainty that the crops have suffered much} 
from the wetness of the season, but, says the: 
Franklin Gazette, it is equally certain, that the 
prices in Great Britain are not and will not be such | 
as to justify any material advance in the prices for| 
flour and grain in this country. Upon a fair ex- 
amination of the intelligence by the Cortes, we 
cannot perceive any justification for the rise at New 
York to seven dodlars and a fraction for flour. The 
British markets for other American produce ge- | 
nerally are extremely dull. | 

The New York Commercial Advertiser says, 
“that after examining the papers and letters, and 
particularly the increase of the average, we think 
there is a very strong probability of the ports open- 
ing for the admission of grain from Canada. It 
will be perceived that there is a difference of thir- 
teen shillings per quarter, between wheat from the 
United States and Canada. To admit grain from 
the United States, wheat for the quarter, which 
will end in October, must be at 80s. while that 
from Canada will be admitted at 67.” ! 

England.—¥ rom the papers before us it appears. 
the King left London for the Continent on the 24th’ 
of September. He arrived at Calais on the next 
day, and proceeded to Brussels on the 27th, ac- 
companied by the Duke of Wellington. His Ma- 
jesty in company with the Duke visited the field of 
Waterloo. Onthe 28th he dined with the King 
of the Netherlands. On the 29th the King attend- 
ed the Theatre at Brussels. The house was ele- 
gantly decorated, and every mark of respect was 
paid to him on his entry. His Majesty entered the 
box accompanied by the King and Queen of the 
Netherlands. The Prince and Princess of Orange 
were in the Royal box. The Duke of Wellington 
and the Marquis of Londondery, with other distin- 
guished personages, sat under the Royal canopy.

Pilot Boat Race.—Yesterday was appointed to 
decide the interesting trial of sailing between the 
Pilot Boats Grand Canal, Capt. Peter Sawyer, and 
the Trimmer, Capt. James Kelso.—-The bet was 
for one thousand dollars, besides other individual 
bets of a large amount.
